Dr. Fred H. Hull, one of the 
country’s outstanding geneti- 
cists, became head of the agro- 
nomy department in the Uni- 
versity of Florida Agricultural 
Experiment Station on Novem- 
ber 1. He succeeds W, E. Stokes, 
who died July 19. 

Station Director Harold Mow- 
ry, who announced the appoint- 
ment, said that during the 21 
years he has been in Florida Dr. 
Hull has developed high-yield- 
ing strains of corn especially 
adapted to this state, has help- 
ed to produce an outstanding 
new variety of peanuts, and has 
envolved a theory which it is 
believed will enable plant 
breeders to obtain still higher 
yields with hybrid 
He has developed Florident 
White and Yellow varieties and 
Florida W-1 hybrid corn, and 
has contributed two of the four 
parent lines to the new Dixie 
18 hybrid. He initiated the pea- 
nut breeding work that resulted 
in Dixie Runner, a high-yield- 
ing variety comparatively free 
of concealed damage. 

His theory on recurrent se- 
lection will require two or three 
more years to prove, and has

Operation In Annual 


Labor Camps Show 1.16% 


More Than 2,500 Benefit Thru 
Local Operation Of 
Two Camps 

The Belle Glade Housing Au- 
thority, organized under State 
Laws thru the City of Belle 
Glade, with five members, made 
its annual report to the City, 
as required by law, showing a 
total income from the two camps 
of $128,751.00, and a net of 
$1,504 for the year’s operation. 

Emmett Roberts, Executive 
Director, in his report points 
out that “our tenants have con- 
tinued to be provided with med- 
and nursing care at no 
» under the County Health 
Program, in building and faci- 
ities furnished by the Camp, 

Schools are operated at both 
camps under the County, with 
120 to 150 at the Osceola gram- 
mar school, and 400 to 600 ne- 
gro pupils in the only negro 
high school around the Lake 
at Camp Okeechobee, 
The nursery schools were op- 

ed at both projects, with 
buildings being furnished by 
the Camps and a small charge 
paid to private operators for 
food and salaries. 

Assembly halls at each camp 

have been the centér of com- 
munity activities. In Camp 
facilities in Belle Glade for col- 
ored people this camp is their 
social center,” 
When the Authority took over, 
the Camps from’ the govern- 
ment under a “use lease per- 
mit", its finances were nil, and 
automotive equipment was 
bought on borrowed money by 
notes endorsed by the Board 
Members personally. 

The Authority has paid out 
some $1,500 in drainage taxes 
the same rate as other tax pay- 
ers, though the law provides 
for tax free operation. 

Jobs have been provided for 
15 to 20 persons and approxi-” 
ely $25,000 annually is spent 
with local merchants, aside irom

The restoration of pace time price and rationing 
control apparently will be a major campaign issue in 
the forthcoming presidential election. If it is, the 
people of this country , whether they realize it or not, 
will be witnessing a debate over the future pattern 
of government under which they are to live. Per- 
manent price and rationing control mean inexorable 
extension of centralized authority and the final adop- 
tion of the socialized state, whether it is called that 
or. not. 

Aside from the danger to perso: liberty d 
other philosophical considerations, price and ration- 
ing contro!, from a practical standpoint, is a demon- 
strated failure. In every country where it has been 
tried it has led to shortages and hardships. When 
prices are arbitrarily below the supply-demand levels 
of free market, people will not produce. Legitimate 
distribution channels are disrupted by black markets 
and the police powers of the state become increas-

bureaucracy of OPA and its kangaroo court methods 
which were nipped in the bud at the end of the war 
shou!d serve as fair warning of what can be expected 
if the system is re-established. 

American consumers are getting better service at 
lower relative prices in the light of existing condi- 
tions without OPA than they ever did with it. Con- 
gressional investigations have shown that retailers’ 
profit margins are less now in the free market than 
they were in the controlled markeť of OPA. More- 
over there are no shortages of necessities. 

America is not the only country that has been faced 
with the price control issue. Australia recently de- 
feated by a heavy majority vote an attempt by the 
Central Labor Government to write price control as 
a permanent power into the Federal Constitution. 
An observer pointed out that “The Australians do 
not want permanent centralized Federal Government 
control of their economic affairs.”
